Molse was the 
victim of an explosion in the fruit

Brothers 


store on Aug. 12, 1936, and the 
company claims he was the man 
who caused it. 


Moise had come to Lincoln to 


investigate a complaint that a 
shipment of fruit had been so green 
that it would not ripen. Company 
attorneys say that as they ap- 
proached the banana room, which 
contained ethylene gas, one of the 
men noticed that Moise was carry- 
ing a pipe, and warned him not to 
smoke. 
After a short inspection 


the group moved toward the door. 
At the door Moise, deacribed as an 
Inveterate pipe smoker, stopped 
and scratched a match on the wall. 
It did not flare up, but glowed 
oddly, and then came the explosion. 


It is contended the act of Moise 


was clearly no part of his em- 
ployment, but done clearly for his 
personal pleasure, it does not fall 
into the category of acts where a 
salesman offers cigars to a cus- 
tomer and smokes one himself. He 
had been in the company's em- 
ployment for more than 30 years, 
knew the danger surrounding his 
net, and when he sought to light 
his pipe wns violating the obli- 
gations of his employment, they 
any.

Smrha Passes on Sales of 


Unpaid Premium 


Notes. 


In a letter to an officer of an 


assessment hail insurance com- 
pany which has not been operat- 
ing for several yeara but which 
desired permission to sell $4,826 
of premium notes for $50, State 
Insurance Director Smrha held 
Friday that the provision of law 
which was sought to be invoked 
applies only 
to companies still 


doing business. 
The law in question gives the 
state director authority to approve 
the sale of premium notes ithat 
tiave been delinquent for 
more 


than 12 months, and the company 
in question made' application for 
approval. Mr. Smrha says that 
after a study of the section he 
reaches the conclusion that the 
provision is not applicable to as- 
sociations in process of liquida- 
tion or in a status 
calling for 


liquidation. There are five com- 
panies belonging to this category. 
They have not sought to^ write 
new business for one or more 
years, and 
have devoted their 


:ime to trying to collect" unpaid 
premium notes on old business. 


Mr. Smrha says that one of the 
lurposcs of the statute is to con- 
vert such notes to an asset which 
will be applicable for payment of 
oases, and such purpose would not 
be applicable to an organization 
not operating-. A further purpose 
8 to provide means whereby a 
substantial contribution may be 
made to the cash funds of operat- 
ng company for losses and operat- 
ng expenses. In the case in ques- 
,ion the sale for 550 would not be 
ustifled because not, substantial 
snough to be of real value to pol- 
cyholders.

In approach- 
lig his problem of finding a cure, 
t is often necessary to produce 
:he disease artificially. 
Knowing 


how a disease Is transmitted ani\ 
.ncubatcd is usually important in 
finding a cure. 


It is in much the same general 


Banner that an Antioch college 
scientist is studying the mystery 
of how chlorophyll, the grq,en col- 
oring matter in plants, absorbs 
sunlight. Unable to fathom,' the 
mystery by positive methods, this 
scientist has reversed the process 
and has discovered that two forms 
of chlorophyll, "when heated in 
certain organic solvents undergo a 
chemical change and this change 
is accompanied by the emission of 
a beautiful red glow of the entire 
solution." 


'Such experimentation gives hope 


that discovery may tie marie of 
the exact process by which this 
substnnce 
releases , the 
energy 


stored in it. And tjj'en, perhaps, 
the positive process, .that of stor- 
ing the energy, may be analysed.

Gravel 
rrlnds and cuts the roadway but 
rock works in. There arc 174 miles 
of rock roads on the county now, 
and by the end of the year there 
will be 325 miles. By thai time 
there will be 330 miles of graveled 
road. Hauls on crushed rock are 
tqo costly to put rock on highways 
at any great distance from the 
quarry at Roca. The only rock for- 
mations in the county fit for road 
purposes are those at Roca and 
it Bcnnct, tests have shown.

The price of wheat, notwith- 
standing frequent comments to the 
contrary, is, with the exception 
of the freight, the same at Chi- 
cago as at Liverpool. Hence, world 
factors are now influencing the

they were when the worldwide de- 
pression was at its heighth.

ClrcumstancesNare 
ferent, however, than the'y were 
five years ago. There has been a 
tendency to ascribe part of the 
loss to the entry of the depart- 
ment of agriculture into the world 
market with a substantial quan- 
tity of wheat to sell.

rope, has cast over the corqmodity 
markets a cloud that is.not readily 
dispelled.

States for 
safekeeping. 
America offers a. constant price 
of $35 an ounce no matter what 
:he metal is worth and today, as 
the hoarding is on in full swing, 
jold is no doubt in great demand 
is a means of selling- European 
securities or property abroad and 
:ransforming the proceeds into 
Ajnerlcan dollars. 


Whether this is a temporary 
situation and may be changed by 
the announcement of a truce in the 
Czechoslovakian controversy, 
or 
whether we are on the verge of a 
long drawn out crisis which will 
not end till the democracies of 
:he world have persuaded Hitler 
:hat he dare not make war, is a 
factor, not easily clarified 
and 
lence markets everywhere are re- 
sponding nervously to all sorts of 
apprehensions. 
The important fact is that the 
farmers of mid-w^st America are 
being, materially affected by the 
world-wide developments and that 
no matter how effectively isolation 
policies are practiced, such reper- 
cussions do influence commldity 
prices. 
The American 
government is 
keenly aware of these interreHa- 
.ionshipa, even tho very little is 
said publicly about it by high of- 
ficials. There can be no doubt that 
American diplomats abroad are 
doing everything in their power to 
help avert a war, but they are lim- 
ited by the knowledge that in 
America a very substancial public 
opinion is against "meddling." And 
this has been taken to mean that 
commitments or hints as to 
American future policy can be 
given. 


In a certain sense this is the 
weakness in the European situa- 
tion. The British, being a democra- 
cy, cannot commit their people to 
war until facts 
confront them 


which- demand war. In""the United 
States, until concrete issues clear- 
y 
require 
conscideration 
of 


whether American policy is in- 
volved, nothing can be said by 
American spokesmen. Hitler Is 
alert enough to take advantage of 
.hid weakness on the part of the 
democracies in handling: their dip- 
lomatic strategy. Being- a one-man 
government, he need ask nobody 
low far he can go. 


The opinion is beginning to de- 
velop here, however, that even Hit- 
Ifcr will not venture to bring on a 
war 
because 
his economic re- 


sources are not comparable to 
those of -Germany in 1914, not- 
withstanding 
his 
protestations 


about the futility of a blockade. 
Whether Germany can be block- 
aded or not is hardly a question of 
opinion so much as it is, a question 
of statistics on resour«es and the 
potential poyer of the British- 
French fleets. 


So far as the United States is 
concerned, -there seems no doubt 
that war supplies would be bought 
icre ip the next war for the allied 
governments RS they were in. the 
last war. A protest from various 
roups will be inevitable. b:*t the 


difficulty of marking out muni- 
:ions from necessary raw mater- 
,ols used and the problem of re- 
stricting exports to Canada, which 
is a part oC the British empire as 
Mr. Roosevelt recently reminded 
European dictators, makes it seem 
unlikely that there would be any 
change from tne commercial situ- 
ation which existed prior to 1917 


when America was the granary 
and arsenal for the allies. 
The expectation here is that a 
war is not coming right away and 
that peace depends on how far the 
allied countries can be bluffed by 
the Hitler diplomacy and his ag- 
gresive policies in central Europe. 
The prospect is that the uncertain- 
ty will prevail for another year 
and meanwhile 
the commodity 


price structure is affected and 
American farmers will come to re- 
alize that wheat is not far from 
what it was five years ago, not- 
withstanding all the artificial ef- 
forts made to bolster the price 
level. 
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DR. BRADY'S HEALTH TALK. 
Neuritis is Not a Simple Matter. 


Altho shortage of "vitamin D and 


consequent deficiency in calcium 
and phosphorus assimilation and 
utilization is a common cause of 
"nervous weakness," and shortage 
of vitamin B is a common cause 
of neuritis, we must remember 
that these are not the only causes 
of the conditions mentioned. 
Other specific causes of neuritis 


(nerve inflammation) are chronic 
lead poisoning, chronic arsenic poi- 
soning, injury of the nerve, chronic 
alcoholism, carbon- monoxide poi 
soning, carbon bisulphide poison 
ing, benzene* (benzol _ the solvent, 
not benzine or gasoline), and infec- 
tion. 


In no instance is it advisable or 
even safe for one who has or be- 
lieves he has neuritis to attempt 
the diagnosis and treatment of his 
own trouble. The constant care and 
treatment of a ph'ysician is as es- 
sential as it is for broken arm. 
Here we can make only a few per- 
tinent observations to counteract 
certain popular fallacies. 
Neuritis is literally inflammation 


of nerve. One nerve or many may 
be involved, but the condition never 
jumps about nor "bothers" today 
or this week and not tomorrow or 
next week. In* other words it is a 
silly fad to call vague aches or 
pains "neuritis"—as silly as it is 
to call them "rheumatism." Pain, 
indeed, is not an essential symptom 
or sign of neuritis. The diagnosis 
of neuritis rests on other signs 
(rather than symptoms) elicited by 
the physician's examination in the 
earlier stage, some of them be- 
coming mahifest in a later stage of 
the, trouble, notably atrophy or 
wasting and 
flabbiness, paresis, 
weakening or paralysis of muscles 
supplied by the affected nerve or 
nerves. Impairment or loss of re- 
flexes and the reaction of degen- 
eration under the galvanic test are 
other signs of neuritis. 
"Wrist drop," that is, weakening, 
paresis or 
partial 
paralysis of 
muscles' of the forearm which ex- 
tend pr straighten out the wrist, is 
a familiar evidence of lead poison- 
ing, as in painters, but occurs also 
from alcoholism in heavy drinkers 
or secret topers, and sometimes 
from pressure on the trunk of the 
same nerve (musculo-spiral) in the 
arm by crutch or by lying heavily 
on the arm (during deep sleep, 
coma or prolonged anesthesia). 
~- 
"Steppage gait" is characteristic 


of neuritis of the perineal nerve in 
the leg, from early locomotor tax- 
ia, diabetes, chronic arsenic poi- 
soning, sometimes chronic alcohol- 
ism the patient in walking has to 
raise the foot very high at each 
step because the toes droop and 
power to flex the foot or draw up 
the foot is impaired or lost. 
Facial palsy, painless, loss of 


Function of muscle of one side of 
the face, so that the patient is 
unable to frown, open and shut the 
eye, show his teeth, smile, whistle 
or blow out his cheeks, is a fairly 
common occurrence, usually' being 
first noticed on awakening in the 
morning.

that the demands of the unborn 
child are 
supplied, regardless of 


what Ill-effect it may have on the 
mother. So if her diet is not prop- 
er, minerals and vitamins may be 


taken from her tlMuei to supply 
the baby's needs. 


For self-protection every preg- 
nant woman needs to eat properly. 
Nature appears to be in ore inter- 
ested in the baby than she is in the 
mother, and if there is not enough 
vitamins and minerals for both 
mother and child, the mother suf- 
fers long before the baby 1* af- 
fected. 


Kflect on I>eaih Kat« 


According- to Dr. E. M. Watson, 


of the University of Western On- 
tario Medical school, London, On- 
tario, the nutrition of the mother 
has a great effect on the death rate 
In newborn infants. Particular at- 
tention must be given to supply the 
expectant mother with the neces- 
sary minerals, vitamins and pro- 
teins. The pregnant woman should 
receive enough lime or calcium in 
her food so that she will not have 


to sacrifice any of the lime in her 
bones and teeth for the baby. 


Milk is one of the best sources 


of food lime. By taking a quart of 
milk a day, some cheese, fruits and 
vegetables, the mother may be as- 
sured of having enough Ume. 


Of course, she should have some 


vitamin D preparation, and it is a 
good plan also to give prepara- 
tions of vitamins B and E. 
Vita- 


min D is needed so that lime may 
be absorbed from food and utilized 
by the body. Phosphorus is pres- 
ent in more foods than is calcium. 
If the expectant mother makes sure 
that she is getting plenty of pro- 
teins in her die^, as well as other 
necessary food parts, she need have 
no concern about failure to get suf- 
ficient phosphorus. 


The unborn baby uses and stores 


up a considerable quantity of iron. 
For 
this 
reason 
the 
expectant 


mother mu'st make sure that she 


nata plenty of foods rich In iron. 


Iodine Foods 


The mother "should also make 


sure that she takes some fooVls con- 
taining1 iodine, such as sea-water 
foods and fish-liver oils. Iodine'is 
necessary to aid in preventing; cre- 
tinism (kre'tin-izm), a condition in 
the infant in which there is not 
enough secretion from the thyroid 
gland. 


There is some difference of opin- 


ion as to just exactly how much 
protein a pregnant woman should 
have. 
Proteins are good for re- 


placing worn-out tissues and build- 
ing new ones. 
Dr. Watson thinks 


that a little more than three ounces 
of protein a day is about the right 
amount. 
If the woman eats one 


egg and one serving of meat and 
drinks a quart of milk, she will 
probably be taking about all the 
protein that is required.

Stones Discovered. 


Seml-precloua stones have been 


found In various localities thruout 
the state, say research workers of 
the federal writers' project, WPA. 
The beds are located mainly in 
the south and southeastern coun- 
ties, altho some are found in the 
badlands region. The stones in- 
clude chalcedony, 
topaz, 
jasper, 


moss npate, agatized and opal- 
isted wood, feldspar, and the more 
precious sapphires, 
garnets and 


rubies discovered near Humboldt 
n 1912. 


Considerable deposits of semi- 


precious stones were found at one 
time in the Republican valley be- 
tween Naponee and 
Red Cloud. 


The largest WHS one and one-half 
miles north of Red Cloud, and a 
somewhat smaller deposit was lo- 
cated on Thompson eveek. Others 
occurred 
farther 
west, 
around 


Bloomington and Naponee 


In 1896 and 1S98, geological ex- 


peditions sent out by the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska ddiscovered de- 
posits of bar!to and celestite in 
Gage county.

Wymore 
and Beatrice. These beds, hqcnuse

Mexican problem is that there Br- 
other considerations quite as im- 
portant as the payment or non- 
payment of American landholders 
and oil companies for their expro- 
priated propetties. 


The real blue chips at stake are 


rarely mentioned in the stiff and 
solemn notes of international con- 
troversy. In the exchange of notes 
between President Cardenas and 
Secretary of State Corclell 
Hull, 


they have not once been alluded 
to. Yet they have influenced this 
country's dealings \yith Mexico fn» 
more, in actual fact, than the an- 
guish of Standard Oil. or the nat- 
ural 
indignation 
of 
the 
small 


American 
ranchers 
whose 
fe.v 


acres have been unceremoniously 
snatched away. 


Another Spam. 


The officials of the state dcpnit- 


ment may feel, for example, that 
the Mexicans have ignored every 
paragraph of international law. 
But 
they 
naturally 
hesitate to 


make the punishment fit the crimo, 
when so doing hold out the possi- 
bility of another Spam in Mexico. 


The roots of the Mexican contro- 


versy go back to 'the constitution 
of 1917 and before, but the really 
significant factor is the new power 
of the Mexican labor movement. 
Thru the Confederation of Mexi- 
can Workers— a sort of Ccntinl 
American C. I. O.— the labor move- 
ment has gradually inci eased its 
hold on the Cardenas government, 
until now its demands can hardly 
be denied. Recently, by gaining 
the additional right to organize 
government employes, labor fur- 
ther strengthened fts grips. 


As it happens, moreover, the 


labor 
movement's 
leadership 
is 


strongly left wing. Thus you have 
a situation where the most aggres- 
sive Mexican forces of the moment 
are distinctly radical. On the other 
hand, conservative elements, In- 
cluding certain provincial gover- 
nors, military leaders, remaining 
large landholders and the 
like. 


have 
considerable 
underground 


strength^ And between the two 
sides there is certain to be con- 
flict on the Spanish pattern, if the 
power of the central government 
ever crumbles. 


The trouble is that whenever the 


United States displays intense hos- 
tility to a Mexican government, 
that government is always greatly 
weakened, both economically and 
by the temptation to the opposi- 
tion to start rebelling at once anr! 
thus, if this country takes a strong 
line, it runs the risk of a thoroly 
nasty ideological civil war at ita 
back door. 


Good Neighbors. 


Besides 'the danger of a com- 


munist-fascist outbreak, there is a 
second and more obvious consid- 
eration. The good neighbor policy 
is the chief external monument of 
the new deal. 
It is firmly based 


on a denial of the old imperialism 
of the marines and Monroe doc- 
trine era. 


jit is all the more important now 


U'hcn fascist penetration is being 
warded off 
with 
difficulty, 
not 


only in Mexico, but in most other 
co'untrics to 
t h e 
southward. 


Whether right or wrong, Ameri- 
can intervention m Mexico would 


, plainly cast doubt on the sincerity 


of- all the "good 
neighbor" 
talk. 


And then, just for, instance, 
it 


might be a trifle less easy to get 
Braz.il to accept American instead 
oi- German assistance and capital.

But it would be 
unnatural for the 
Roosevelt 
ad- 


ministration lo sacrifice tho good 
neighbor policy, and run the risk 
or Mexican civil war, for $150,- 
000,000 of oil investments. 


'There's no need to send war- 


ships or marines to Mexico. Firm 
economic sanctions would destroy 
the Mexican economy overnight 
Yet, the new dealers ask, "is the 
game worth the candle?"

pooh bans, "social leaders," newly 
rich men. athletic heroes, all sorts 
and conditions of persons follow 
the Saul route to disgrace and 
disaster 
A first 
lesson to be 


drilled into the minds of youth is 
embodied in the Scriptural word: 
"Not to think of himself more 
highly than he ought to think." 
The truly great are made humble 
by responsibility; the second-rate 
swell up to the proportions of the 
French king who cried, "I am the 
state." 


Saul slumped into egotism when 


invested with the kingship. Every 
widely-experienced newspaper man 
can tell tales of modern Sauls— 
little men in big places. 
Indeed, 


one of the teachings of experience 
is the smnllness of many "great" 


men. 
and. the essential greatness 


of many common people 
Saul's 


portrait hangs in the galleiy of 
everyday life. 


The End Tests All. 


The beginning of Saul's king- 


ship was glorious; its end, tra- 
gedy. 
As Dr James H. Snowden 


wrote: "What counts is not how 
a man's career begins, but how it 
ends. 
Matthew began as a pub- 


lican, and ended an apostle; Judas 
began as an apostle and ended a 
traitor. The world remembers men 
not by what they started out to 
be, but what they became." 


Self-inflation, with attendant ar- 


rogance and repudiation of the 
eternal, moral and spiritual qual- 
ities which arcesscntial 
to real 


greatness, 
wrecked 
Saul'a 
life. 


When sent to destroy Israel's old 
enemy, he reserved King Agag 
to adorn his'own triumph; and he 
saved the best of the spoil for 
himself and his officers, tho he 
pretended it was • for 
sacrifice. 


When he met Samuel, he unc- 
tuously 
exclaimed that 
he 
narl 


fulfilled the command of Jehovah. 


"What meaneth then this bleat- 


ing of the sheep in mine ears, and 
the lowing of the oxen which 
I 


hear?" came the penetrating re- 
ply of the prophet. 
Lies cannot 


be hid; they simply beget a brood 
of 
other 
futile 
lies to buttress 


them. It is a law of life that ex- 
posure always awaits the liar. So

braska by the fedex'al government. 
Arthur tVeysey, a staff writer on 
Scottsbluff Star-Herald tells about 
how it has worked on the Scotts- 
bluff farmstead where only three 
of the original families inhabiting: 
the tract are left. The purge, 'it 
appears, was applied after a farm- 
jtead strike following the -torrid 
.weather of last July when it ap- 
^peared that crops were burned and 
*the farmers refused to do work 
im the co-operative farm. 
£ In 1935 the Nebraska Rehabiii- 
4ation 
corporation 
boUfjit 
160 
^jicres of land between the Burllng- 
. ton right of way and the North 
Plette river for 922,400 and on the 
.land built 22 houses, exact cost un- 
known but 
estimated 
at 58,0.00 
'^ach including cost of the land, ay 
approximately $176,000. By spring 
'jxf 1937- all 22 houses were full 
Ith rentals averaging $12.50 a 
lOnth. Later the government be- 


._. ih running the farmsteads dt- 
•rectly thru the department of agri- 
^ujture. It decided a family could 
not live off seven acres and bought 
a* 200 acre farm 
adjoining 
the 
'farmstead for $24,000. It raised the 
rents to §15 and formed the Rcottp- 
bluff Farmstead Non-Stock Co-Op- 
erative association, 
with 
all 22 
farmers as Association "members. 
- The idea was that each farmer 
would farm his own seven acres as 
'Huei wished, and that the 22 would 
work together on the 200 acre 
Itjufm and pool the produce. The as- 
sociation would pay the govern- 
ment $1,000 a year rent on the 
iarm and equipment.

j^ Last spring- a new policy was in- 
troduced. The farmsteaders agreed 
Jo wait until the Crops were har- 
vested to get their earnings on the 
qo-operative farm, on a basis of 
the «amount" of time 
each man, 
worktfd. Bv July_, some of the men 
$rere tired of getting figures on 
the co-operative';: books in place 
Gt cash. They decided that the re- 
turns wouldn't be enough to net 
any earnings. But reports are that 
they quit just two jumps ahead of 
the purge. 


A dozen of them quit. Outsiders 
were hired, for cash wages and 
this •made the farmsteaders an-' 
rrler.

There were complaints such 
ftS: "Too many guys tried to see 
how many hours they could put in 
Without working;" "If one man 
works hard and others loaf he

government officials ruled that the 
rehabilitated farmers must b« in- 
stituted, so the lath was forgotten 
in favor of insulation material. The 
government 
supplied the farm- 
stead with ten 2-horse power gar- 
den cultivators. The farmsteaders 
aaid they were too big for garden 
truck work and not big enough 
for field work. They hitched the 
engines behind each other 
and 
went popping across the fields, but 
the putt-putt^ couldn't take the 
punishment and soon 
went to 
pieces. 
There are various rumors as to 
the outcome of the whole situation. 
One is, that the government plans 
to *ell the units, and the farm- 
steaders think about $3,500 apiece 
would be the right price. It is re- 
ported that the government" spends 
.$225 a year maintaining each unit, 
and even if it/collects reir every 
month it gets only an average of 
$180 a unit in a year's time. In- 
terviewed farmsteaders predicted 
variously. One thought the units 
would be sold to "suburban city 
folk." Another thought the houses 
would be moved into town. Several 
agreed that the whple thing was 
so uncertain, what with possible 
changes in administration, and cer- 
tain 
changes in 
officers—there 
have been eight changes in three 
years—-that they didn't feel like 
going- ahead and improving their 
places.

Coupled with the plea for move 


efficient management was a sug- 
gestion that churches use the ''en- 
velope " plan" 
(each- member is 
given dated envelopes to use in 
making his weekly contribution, 
which is credited against his an- 
nual pledge), to "secure for un- 
derpaid pastors an adequate in- 
come without marring the worship 
services with frequent reiterations 
of monetary pleadings."' 


Reiterating its concern for the 


efficiency and up to dateness of 
the average church program or re- 
ligious education, the lay confer- 
ence recommended that all Meth- 
odist churches in the state make 
an earnest effort to sponsor a 
week day school of religion. 
The recommendation pointed out 


that ' 'the church seems to have 
thrown the entire burden of -reli- 
gious education upon the Sunday 
schools." The w*ork-of the state di- 
rector of religious education, the 


Rev. Frank Ifinch of Lincoln, was 
commended. 
Other recommendations adopted: 
"We recommend Christian de- 
mocracy as the form of. govern- 
ment best adapted not only to a 
state and nation, but also for our 
local churches, and the institu- 
tions under the auspices of the 
Nebraska conference. We deplore 
any tendencies to shape policies 
for political reasons or personal 
preferences." 


"While not unxlervaluatlng ' the 
religion of the Inner life, we urge 
upon our pastors in Increasing rec- 
ognition of religion with its em- 
phasis on a ' functioning human 
brotherhood, and we implore them 
to resist any tendency to hold back 
the pulpit advocacy of progresslv- 
ism in religion thru the fear that 
intelligent laymen are hostile, to 
its expression."
